Hundreds of 
citizens walk along its banks to work up an 
appetite for their dinners. 

An occasional tug rants through the beauti- 
ful — — stirring up submarine wells 
of a ng gas and defunct Chicago fauna. 
Groups of hilarious bathers sit under the 
drooping willows along the banks, like 
enormous slime- covered frogs on the shores 
of some old Jurassic sea. Occasionally a 
water-logged horse comes floating slowly 
down the stream, with a horrible suggestion 
of icthyosaurus about the long, gaunt neck 
and fishy eyes, and all that is needed to com- 
plete a scene of the carboniferous period are 
the giant ferns, the great creepers and the 
dim, hot woods of mud and ooze. If Chicago 
would run this stream from a prehistoric 
standpoint and charge admission to the sight- 
seer, she could boom the Worid's Fair scheme 
with a guarantee fund that would cause New 
York to turn green with envy. 

Just here, however, is where the city makes 
amonumental mistake. Instead of carrying 
out the antediluvian idea, they insist upon 
parading the stream before the world as an 
exemplification of the perfection of the 
modern sewage system. Nobody but the 
native Chicagoan believes this. When the or- 
dinary visitor with a two-horse power nose 
is confronted by a forty-horse power smell, he 
is likely to scoff.

figures run up in the market reports. 

The only way to keep down the price 
at present is to quit drinking it; 
for the supply cannot catch up 
with the demand for three years. How- 
ever this suggestion may strike those readers 
ofthe Post-DisPaTcH who like the ‘‘elixir 
of life’’ that flows from the worm of the 
still, they may be interested, in common with 
others, in the facts and figures which are just 
now so entertaining in the counting-rooms of 
the distillers and wholesalers. 

The whisky sold to the saloon and retail 
trade may be classed as ‘‘Bourbon,’’ ‘‘Rye’’ 
and ‘‘Highwines.’’ Alcohol, gin and 
meutral spirits do not enter so largely 
into the calculations of the trade. Bourbon 
and rye whiskies are the popular distilled 
Spirits consumed in this country. But high- 
‘wines are sold extensively to the saloon trade, 
and consumed as rapidly asthe other brands; 
though tne Bourbon and rye whiskies are 
more generally used for 

RECTIFYING AND ‘‘INCREASING.’’ 

One barrel of genulne Bourbon may 
be multiplied till the forty gallons 
grow into hundreds. Now and then a retailer 
discovers this important fact, and makes the 


mostof it. Levee whiskey, on analysis, may 
prove to be remotély related to genuine Bour- 
bon. Highwines are made bythe ‘‘trust’’ 
Gistilleries. In 1878 20,000,000 gallons were 
made; in 1879, about eighteen millions, and 
then the amount dropped annually tillin 
1882 only 11,000,000 were produced. From that 
—.— the production continued decreasing. 
hrough the machinations of the ‘‘Whisky 
Trust“ the annual production was limited to 
less than two and one-half millions in 1887, 
and to only one million gallons last year. 
But the statistics of the trade show that the 
apparent consumption of highwines has also 
reatly decreased, At first glance this would 
ndicate that the demand for that class of 
whiskies has fallen off with the supply; or in 
other words, thatthe demand has regulated 
the supply.

The- St. Louis in- 
stitution, so long idle, is local proof of this. 
The annual production of the now idle distil- 
leries found sale in the market; there was a 
demand for their product. Thatthe supply 
might be reduced below the demand, and the 
demand for that class of whiskies be forced to 
the terms of the trust was undoubtedly the 
object had in view in stopping the mills of the 
trust distilicries. The end has come. The 
scheme has worked well. The amount of

Highwines are quickly made, and soon ready 
for market, however, and the trust will only 
be able to control the supply by holding to- 
gether firmly.

The annual production of genuine highwines 
Bas been decreasing rapidly, running down 
from 19,412,985 gallons in 1878 to ],016,436 gallons 
in 1888; but the annual production o ure, 
neutral or cologne spirits has been great y in- 
creasing during the same period, running up 
from 11,108,023 gallons in 1878 to 29,475,913 gal- 
Jops in 1888. There is some connection be- 
tweon the increased production of the latter 
Spirits and the decreased production of the 
former, better understood by the trade than 
by statisticians or social economists. 

If the boom is coming on highwines there is 

veritable bonanza just ahead for the rye and 
bourbon whisky interests.

improved machinery and increased facilities 
generally have made the annual Bourbon pro- 
duct better; so that the average consume of 
that liquor is more and more pleased with it.

Any man wellinformed about the produc- 
tion and consumption of distilled liquors will 
readily scout the idea that beer as made and 
sold in America will ever drive out or iessen 
the consumption of distilitd liquors.

ARID LANDS OF THE WEST. 


The United States Senate Committee at Salt 
Lake City. 


SALT LAKE, Utah, August 20.—The Senate 
Committee on Irrigation arrived here Sunday 
night trom Boise City. The party consists of 
Senator Stewart of Nevada, Chairman; 
Senator Plumb of Kansas, Senator Reagan of 
Texas, and Senator Jones of Arhansas. They 
are accompanied by Maj, Powell, Director of 
the Geological Survey. Yesterday the com- 


mittee held a session in the Governor’s room 
and heard statements of various parties re- 
garding the need of irrigation in Utah, and 
the result of irrigation as far as it has been 
resorted to in this Territory. Gov. Thomas 
presented and filed wilb the committee a 
number of papers and statistics bearing on 
the project. Judge Elias A. Smith was ex- 
amined and gave a detailed account of the 
manner in which the work of irrigation had 
been followed in the neighborhood of Salt 
Lake. The people originally nad no laws, he 
said, to govern the distribution of water and 
associated themseives together by mutual 
agreement, and irrigated their lands by di- 
recting the courses of the streams. The only 
instance known to him of a corporation being 
organized with a view to controlling the 
water of the river, was the case of the Both- 
well Canal Co., operating on Bear River, and 
their legal right to control the stream was 
questioned. A number of other witnesses 
were also examined.

NO NEED OF ALARM. 


Texas Fever Not Epidemic in st. Louls—Few 
Cows Attacked. 


A wild-eyed report was spread yesterday 
that Texas fever had broken out among the 
dairies of this city and that one dairyman, 
George Kerson, on Theresa avenue and Man- 
chester road, lost thirty-five cows and other 
dairymen lost like numbers. The dairyman 
mentioned never had more than twenty-five 
cows and they are all alive. Up to date six 
cows have died ofa disease supposed to be 
Texas fever. 4 ths 


J. E. Sullivan, the Milk Inspector, said to- 
day: There is no need of this excitement. 
The public need not be afraid of eatching the 
fever from milk, as it is an accepted theory 
that when a cow is attacked with Texas fever 
she becomes dry and gives no milk. Iam in- 
vestigating and will soon make a report.’’ 

Dr. Dudley, the Health Commiseioner said: 
We are having very few cases of Texas 
fever. The first case reported was that of 
Mrs. Waleh at 2644 Adams street, who had 
six cows and three of them died. We are 
hunting up suspected cases and we direct 
everyone whose cattle are sick at all 
not to use the milk. There is Texas 
fever among our Cattle every year. It is 
brought here * the Texas cattle, who do not 
suffer with it, but when apative cow gets in 
the company ofa Texas cow it catches the 
disease. A native cow cannot spread it to any 
other cow, however. There need be no cause 
for alarm, as the dairies are kept in better 
condition now than ever before and more 
cows are fed in the pasture on account of the 
excellent weather, frequent rains and good 
growth of grass.’’

FISH IN YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


Commissioner McDonald Returns From His 
Pacific Coast Trip. 


DULUTH, Minn., August 20.—Marshal Mo- 
Donald, United States Fish Commissioner, 
arrived here last night from the Pacific Coast. 
He has been on a tour of inspection through 
Colorado, Nevada, California and the Yellow- 
stone Park, and came here to inspect the fish 
hatchery, look after plans for its enlargement 
and give orders for hatching. He stated that 


he found the grayling in the Gallatin 
River in the Yellowstone Park. Find- 
ing the fish in the park 
the fourth place it is known to 
and is — avaluable discovery. Mr. 
Donald found only three other fish in the Yel- 
lowstone Park—ihe black spotted trout, white 
fish and bulitrout. The black spotted trout is 
an Asiatic trout, which has become prevalent 
in Pacific waters. Its discovery in the Yellow- 
stone shows that it has traveled over the 
main divide of the Rocky Mountains, 
high, In 1,500 square miles 
Yetlowstone Park there 
isnotafish. Next spring Commissioner Mc- 
Donald will plant half a dozen kinds of trout 
there, which willbe hatched here. He will 
utthe Eastern brook trout in the Gardiner 
iver, English trout add rainbow trout in the 
Madison River and Loch Levin trout, Land 
Locked trout and Lake Superior trout in Lake 
Shoshone and Lewis Lake.

THE GRAIN INSPECTORS. 


MEETING OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSION- 
ERS AT THE LACLEDE TO-DAY. 


Commissioner Downing Talks About the 
Appointment of Jasper N. Burks’ As- 
sistants—He Says That His Own and Com- 
missioner Hennessey’s Sons Will Get Very 
Small Places—A Pian of Probation. 


Railroad Commissioners Downing, Breathitt 
and Hennesséy came down from Jefferson 
City last night and held a long conference to- 


day with Jasper N. Burks, State Grain 
Inspector, at Commissioner Down- 
ing’s rooms at the Laclede Hotel.

THE FIRST SUBSIDY SHRIEK. 

Mr. Cuas. 8. Hiri, Secretary of the 
American Industrial League, has issued 
through the Associated Press answers to a 
series of questions purporting to be put by 
200 Boston merchants on the effects of the 
protective tariff with reference to the de- 
cline of American shipping. Mr. HILL’s 
screed is in the nature of a first primer on 
protection and subsidies for the lustruo- 
tion, apparently, of infants whose help- 
less ignorance induces them to swallow 
anything which is crammed into their 
mouths. 

The questions are a lot of straw figures 
which Mr. Hm knocks down in any way 
which suits him best. He begs them, 
avoids the main points and whips the 
devil around the stump generally. The 
mostridiculous feature of the answers is 
the statement that allowing owners of 
foreign-built vessels to take out American 
registers would injure every American 
man, woman and child, and would rob 
American industrial interests. He ex- 
claims in patriotic horror, ‘‘Furl the noble 
banner (American flag) before disgracing 
it before the world. As he admits that 
few modern iron or steel ships are built 
here and American shipping has gone to 
wreck, itis difficult to see how allowing 
American owners of foreign-built vessels 
to sail them under the American flag 
could injure any one, andas the noble 
banner is already. furled on the high seas 
the patriotic wail is evidently out of 
order. 

It is impossible in brief space to reveal 
the mass of inconsistencies and illogical 
conclusions of Mr. HILL and it is unneces- 
sary todoso. The pith of the whole thing 
is a plea for subsidy. It is the first shriek 
of the bounty jobbers and plunderers. 
Instead of admitting that the tariff wall 
we have built is the real cause of the de- 
cline of American commerce and shipping, 
the purpose is to blind the eyes of the peo- 
ple to the truth and foist on Congress a 
monstrous system of plunder and oppres- 
sion under the guise of necessary subsi- 
dies for American shipping. 

The Three Americas Convention is to be 
held in October. It isa grand opportunity 
to impress Congress with the need of 
better facilities for ocean and gulf trans- 
portation. And with this whip an at- 
tempt will be made to drub the country 
deeper into the mire of unjust taxation 
and bounty favoritism for the benefit of 
greedy plutocrats. 
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" CAMPAIGN LIES OUT OF SEASON. 

Of three negroes indicted five years ago 
for firing at a South Carolina Sheriff’s 
posse and killing one of the white men 
acting under the Sheriff’s orders, two were 
tried and acquitted. One, who escaped to 
Pittsburg, was recently arrested there on 
arequisition. The previous acquittal of 
the other two did not prevent a number of 
Republican papersfrom representing his 
extradition as dooming him to certain 
death at the hands of a mob, even if a 
South Carolina jury should do so strange 
a thing as refusing to order the execution 
of a negro accused of killing a white 
man. \ 

And now, since he has not only been ac- 
quitted bya jury of white South Caro- 
lians, but guarded by Carolina troops 
from a mob of the murdered mans 
friends and sent back safe to Pittsburg, 
the Chicago Tribune publishes a long edi- 
torial tirade on the subject, the character 
of which may be inferred from this sen- 
tence: 


It is the first instance we can remember 
where a negro accused of murdering a white 
man inthe cotton States has escaped lynch- 
ing, the gallows, or the penitentiary, and the 
wonder grows when one reflects that this was 
the work of a white jury in the worst negro- 
hating section of South Carolina. 


This in the face of the previous acquittal 
of two other negroes who were indicted 
for the same murder, and tried by white 
juries in the same vicinity—a fact pub- 
lished generally by the newspapers pend- 
ing the extradition of this very negro! 
Such gross misrepresentations of the 
people and the current history of any 
State or section of this Union can no 
longer serve even a pitiful partisan pur- 
pose. Intelligent people no longer be- 
lieve them, the ignorant have suffered 
enough from them, the whole country 
has grown tired of them, and the time is 
not far distant when no newspaper with 
the slightest pretension to respectability 
will permit its columns to be defiled with 
them. . 


ACCORDING to the report of the Illinois 
Bureau of Labor Statistics there were 
strikes in 2,768 establishments in that 
State from January 1, 1881, to December 
8, 1886, or an average of 462 per annum, 
and only 54 per cent of these were suc- 
‘cessful. The average price paid for min- 
ing coal with 75 cents of tariff protection 
was 80.2 cents per ton in 1883. In 1886, 
with the same protection, it was 71.2 cents 
per ton. Such a number of unavailing 
strikes and so many thousands of miners 
now starving in Illinois because mine 
owners can not afford to pay them living 
wages make an object lesson showing how 
protection distorts the labor system of the 
country by giving mushroom life to indus- 
trial enterprises that attract laborers 
with living wages for a time, only to 
leave them starving at last.

very successful, though quite a sensation was 

raised on Saturday in connection with the 

manner in which the deal was worked. This 

sensation was continued yesterday, and also 
warmed up considerably. 

As stated in the PostT-DIsPaTOH yesterday, 
at the close of the Mining Exchange call 
Vice-President J. J. Mullally announced 
that he nad consented to the use 
of the Exchange Hall for the purpose of hold- 
ing a meeting of the Tourtelotte stockholders, 
and he had also been requested to announce 
that a meeting would be held at 8 v. m. When 
that hour arrived there was a very good at- 
tendance, a great deal of joking between peo- 
ple who were on the outside and those who 
had failed to get out, and an impatience on the 
part of the iatter to get down to business. 
But still the meeting was not called until 8:45, 
at which hour Mr. Mullally took the chair and 
called for order. Ed Stettinius was elected 


Secretary, Mr. Mullally continued as Chair- 
man without anything being said as to who 
should be chosen for that office, and the Dall 
opened. To ascertain 
THE STOCK REPRESENTED 

was the first step to be taken and preliminary 
to this all who did not bold or represent stock 
were requested to withdraw. It is not a proud 
thing just at this stage of the proceedings to 
stand up and say: I am a stockholder of the 
Tourtelotte and did not see the signs of the 
times in time to get out,’’ and asthe crowd 
began to file out it looked as if but few would 
be left. Among those who filed out were a num- 
ber of traders who had come up from the 
Merchants’ Exchange to see what was going 
on. It is presumed they had had reliable tips 
to get out, end had sold their stock at a profit. 
At last quiet was restored and the doors 
closed, and the poll proceeded. At its con- 
clusion it was found that the stock actually 
represented amounted to 62,200 shares, a 
majority of the whole, which is only 100,000 
shares. Then it was figured that there was 
fully 30,000 shares held on the outside that 
was not participating in the meeting. The 
only reason for this was that it had been hasti- 
ly called, and the holders of the stock were 
probably not aware that a meeting was held.

B. O. Clark, who ig generally supposed to 
have sold considerable stock for the insiders, 
said he had gone to the company’s office in 
search of information and had been shown a 
statement that the company had expended 
$12,807.08, and had received but $10,000, leaving 
it in debt $2,807.08. This was due to Mr. Heim. 
President Helm also owned the machinery on 
the mine.

A WASTED LIFE. 


The Sad Death of Charles A. Absolem, an 
Oxford Graduate, 


New. Tonx, August 20.—The steamship Mu- 
riel of the Quebec Line reached here yesterday 
from the West Indies. Her Captain reports 
that by the falling of aderrick on July 27, 
while the Muriel was loading cargo at Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, the Muriel’s purser, Charlies 
A. Absolem, and the West Indian Superin- 
tendent of the Line, J. H. Dupont, were 


killed. Absolem’s was a wasted lite. A 
graduate of Oxford at the head of his 
class, well bred, a thorough English gen- 
tleman, with excellent opportunities, and 
advantages such as fall to the lot of few men 
in this world, he threw himself away and be- 
came a wanderer without a home. He was a 
great traveler and had read and seen almost 
everything of interest on earth. In his youth 
he was one of England’s most famous cricket 
— and his name will recall to every 
ritisher at home and abroad the stirring 
matches often to fifteen years ago between 
Oxtord and Cambridge. He had no superior 
as a bateman and was perhaps the fastest run- 
ner that ever belonged to a Universitv eleven. 
For several years he held the record at 100 
yards. When Lord Harris started on his 
tour around the worid at the head of as strong 
a team as ever left the tight little island, Ab- 
solem was his right-hand man. For six 
months they played cricket in the British col- 
onies, being treated royally wherever they 
went. In Australia this remarkable man be- 
came the talk of the Continent dy playing his 
ames bareheaded in the broiling sun, with 
he thermometer registe deg. Not 
even a native was bo age of performing such 
afeat. Thehabit of going without his hat 
rew on him in early life and clung 
to the end. When he 
broke loose from bome associations 
on account of a love affair. it is said, he 
bought a rifle and à dog and for eight years 
buried himself in the Rocky Mountains. Here 
he became the friend and familiar of numer- 
ous Indian chiefs. Many tribes in Montana 
and Washington Territory came to know him 
well and to trust him. He was the especial 
favorite ofthe Spokanes and from them re- 
ceived a curious name whieh signifies in En- 
glish ‘*White-Man-Who-Never- W ears-a- Hat. 
While hunting one day Absolem fell off a ledge 
which brought him to New York where he 
might find proper treatment. He was in 
a hospital here for several months and 
when discharged accep the office 
of purser on the steamer Orinoco, plying be- 
tween this port and Bermuda. From that 
vessel he was transferred to the Muriel in 
April in order that he might have a look at the 
West Indies. It soon became known through- 
out the Windward Islands that Absolem was 
aboard, and wherever the Muriel touched the 
colonists besieged him to come ashore and 
join in their games of cricket. His fame pre- 
ceded him wherever there was a bat, a ball 
anda wicket. While in the tropics Absolem 
did what no West Indian would dare to do, 
slept on deck bareheaded in rain and dew. 
Aboard ship he was never known to undress 
and go to bedina civilized way. He had an 
iron constitution. 


CAUSED EXCITEMENT. 


The Trouble Between Officers ofthe Keuka 
Assembly.

ROCHESTER, N. T., August 20.—Much excite- 
ment was occasioned at Keuka Parx and Penn 
Yan yesterday afternoon, when it became 
known that C. C. Whitney, Superintendent of 
the Keuka Assembly, had been arrested ona 
warrant for forgery, sworn out by the Rev. 
Dr. Geo. H. Ball, President of the the Central 
Baptist Association. The warrant was issued 


by United States Commissioner Gorham of 
Rochester, and Mr. Whitney was arrested in 
the Park in the morning by Deputy United 
States Marshal Bardwell and taken to 
Rochester on the noon train. The facts in the 
case are given as follows: 

Over a year ago, when the Keuka College 
Building was begun, a New York draft for 
$100 was sent here payable to the order of Geo. 
H. Ball. The money belonged to the associ- 
ation, andin the absence of Dr. Ball, Mr. 
Whitney consulted with the other members 
of the College Committee and the 
bank officials of Penn Yan and 
indorsed the draft as they needed the money 
for immediate use on the college building 
and turned over the proceeds to the credit of 
the college fund. The indorsement was 
„Geo. H. Ball, by O. O. Whitney,“ on the 
back of the draft, and was done only after 
consultation. Itis stated that of late there 
has been considerable bad blood between Ball 
and Whitney, and the latter started what was 
known asthe Keuka Assembly Herald in op- 
position to Ball’s paper. A rupture occurred 
between them on Saturday, when the clergy- 
man came to Kochester and swore out the 
warrant as stated. Whitney was brought to 
this city last night and released on $1,000 bail to 
ow for examination on Wednesday in this 
city.

A member of the delegation, when questioneg 
concerning the present condition and future 
prospects of Wichita, said: There never 
was so bright a future before Wichita as at 
the present moment. Many people in the 
East and even in the West, where they ouzht 
to know better, have been in the habit of rea. 
garding Wichita as simply a booming town, 
with all the qualifications and subtractions 
which the use of that adjective generally ne- 
cessitates. 

A NOTICEABLE ALTERATION. 

In days gone by there seemed to be much to 
justify the opinion that Wichita was one of 
those towns, by no means rarein some sec- 
tions of the country, which sprang from not)h.- 
ing, was taiked and written up tremendously, 
and after uninformed capitalists had been 
misied into investing by the well simulated 
enthusiasm and confidence of the Inhabitants, 
sank back to ita proper position of insignifi- 
cance. When Wichita. first began its 
phenomenal growth, it was not strange 


that many believed it to be one of those cities 
on paper. But to-day, while mote business is 
done than ever before and the city is growing 
at a tremendous rate, we can no longer be 
classed as a booming town, as we have too 
much to show in the way of accomplished fact 
to permit of doubts as to our future. Wichita 
is here to stay and is as flrmly established as 
New York. 

GENERAL IGNORANCE CONCERNING KANSAS. 

„No one familiar with Kansas can bave 
failed to have had his attention called to the 
singular ignorance which prevails in the East 
concerning the development and capabilities 
of our State. The Easterners know the ucre- 
erage of Kansas, and the fact that it produces 
large quantities of wheat and corn, but to this 
their knowledge is generally limited. I lave 
had this called most disagreeably to my atten- 
tion on many occasions. When you tell a New 
Yorker that there are more miles of 
railroads in Kansas than in his own State, he 
looks at you witha pitying smile. When tie 
statistics are presented this changes to a stare 
of astonishment. Not only has Kansas more 
miles of railroad than New York, but its mile- 

e exceeds that of — State in the Union. 
This is a fact not generally recognized, simply 
because few people have taken the trouble to 
keep up with the wonderful inarch of railroad 
building in Kansas. To the best of my 
knowledge and belief it cannot be ex- 
ampled in the history of the world. Not 
only are there two yreat transcontinental 
lines passing through the State, but there are 
more than a dozen lines lying principally 
within our own borders, while we are extend- 
ing toward the Gulf of Mexico at several 
points. Those who knew Kansasten years 
ago have no idea of the State as it at present 
exists. Its whole surfaceis gridironed with 
rails, and no point is far distant from trans- 
portation facilities. 

ST. LOUIS AND SOUTHERN KANSAS. 

Great as has been the growth of the entire 
State, Southern Kansas is easily first inthe 
race. It is in this quarter that three-fourths 
of the improvement has taken place. In dis- 
tricts where farmers burnt their corn for fuel, 
becanse it cost too much to haul it to market, 
we have now large and flourishing cities, 
Coal has been discovered in a great num- 
ber of localities and in practically un- 
limited quantities, Manufactories have sprung 
up on every side, our sorghum industry is 
causing the Louisiana sugar planters much 
uneasiness, and our agricultural products go 
all over the world. There can be no question 
that Wichita now is, and must remain, the 
metropolis of Southern Kansas, as it is the 
great railroad center, has rich and — oe 
undeveloped back country and is oblig to 
control the trade of an immense district to 
the south is rapidly coming to the 
front. All this is due to the enterprise 
of the railroads. Instead of waiting until the 
country had been settied the Kansas lines 
boldly pushed out into what was practical! 
a wilderness and trusted to American readi- 
ness to seize opportunities to attract enough 
population to sustain the lines. The condition 
of Southern Kansas to-day isan uncontrover- 
tible proof of the wisdom of this policy. 
Kansas ig scarcely more interested in 
its own development than St. Louis should be, 
and from our experience here we have no 
doubt that the citizens are alive to this fact. 
The experience of Wichita is but a sample 
of that of other cities. At first it was easy 
enough to supply all needs from Kansas City, 
and as that was the nearest distributing point 
we n dealt there. To the rapid growth 
of Kansas the increase in the business of Kan- 
sas City is principally due.

Mr. st. John on Oarsmen’s Colors—New 
Tork and Boston Play a Tie Game 
Brooklyn Scores Another Victory—Rac- 
ing at Chicago, Saratoga and Brighton 
Beach—Sporting News of All Sorts, 


EEMER’S deposit of 
$200 to bind a boat 
race between himself 
and Gaudaur has 
deen covered. Mr. J. 
A. St. John wired the 
Pittsburg Dispatch 
Sunday, inquiring if 
Teemer had posted 
the forfeit money.

It is usu al nowa- 
days to row all races under National rules 
and Mr. St. John’s object in stipulating they 
shall govern is because some drunken 
loafer who hasa few dollars up on the 
race might interfere with the men. Under 
the National rules it a man is interfered with 
the referee may order the race pulled over in 
case he thinks the interference altered the re- 
sult, or he may make the men row the race 
out from the positions they oc- 
cupied when the interference occurred. 
Teemer is 1 good oarsman on 
either smooth or rough water, whereas 
Gaudaur can row only in smooth water, being 
a miserable man when the water is rough. 
This is why Mr. St. John insists on the course 


being smooth, and wants the men and not the 
referee to determine whether the water is in 
condition fora race. Every other condition 
of Teemer they will comply with, and heis 
conceded almost everything, Mr. St. Jobn 
and Gaudaur deeming it necessary in order to 
get a race out of him, as they think he will 
crawl out of it if he gets half a chance. 
Gaudaur will row him at his home on the 
McKeesport course, the place selected by 
Teemer, will row him the distance and foi the 
stake named by Teemer, will accept the stake 
holder named by him, the Pittsburg Dispatch, 
and will agree tothat paper naming the ref- 
eree, incase the men fail to agreeon one 
a week before the race. Teemer has 
suggested September 14 as a good day for the 
race and Gaudaur will agree to that day. 
Jake has never seen the Mcheesport course, 
while Teemer will have all the benefits 
of knowing it thoroughly, having been 
practically raised on it. Of course ail 
the localsympathy will be with Teemer. In 
fuct, the St. Louis oarsman has made most 
generous concessions to the McKeesport scul- 
ler. Gaudaur is in splendid condition and 
Hamm, who has been handling bim, thinks 
that in his present form he can probably beat 
anybody in the worid. 


Oarsmen’s Colors. 


In connection with my professional oars- 
men’s association scheme,’’ remarked J. A. St. 
John, ‘‘another idea occurred to me to-day.It 
isthis: At present oargmen are designated by 


the colors of their caps. Their caps are so 
small that you can only distinguish their col- 
ors when very close and people 
who witness a race usually do not 
know who wins it until they read 
the newspapers next day. Ifthe men wear 
shirts and trunks of different colors, as they 
usually do, the spectators frequently think 
their colors are determined by the shirt or 
trunks, instead of bythe cap. Now, my idea 
is to give an oarsman a color and make him 
wear shirt, trunks and cap all of that color. 
Paint his boat that color, if necessary, but let 
there be no doubt about his color. Once a 
color is assigned to a men he should be made 
to wear it all season.

BOUGHT UP BY ENGLISH CAPITAL. 


The American Beer Breweries Sold te the 


Syndicate. 
By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, August 20.—English capitalists 
have not ceased to regard American brewer- 
ies asa prize investment for their surplus 
pounds. The latest sale reported is that of 


the Peter Schoenhoff Brewing Co., Chicago, 


one of the largest concerns in the country. The 


purchasers formed acompany known as the 


Peter Schoenhoff Brewing Co. (limited) and 
paid $3,000,000 forthe plant. A mistaken idea 
largely prevails that this absorption of Amer- 
ican brewing interests is by one great British 
syndicate, the object of which is to control 
the entire industry. The fact of the matter is, 
however, that the investment is a general one 
for British gold and there are fully one-third 
as mauy purchasing British syndicates as there 
are selling American brewery owners. Each of 


these syndicates are distinct. The chief ones 
in the purchasing movement are of the 
Trustees, Executors & Security Co. of Lon- 
don, the City of London Contract Co. and the 
Debenture & Security Investment Co. of Lon- 
don. They all work on the same line and are 
ina measure competitors. Their agents re- 
port from this country that certain breweries 
can be bought for certain sums. Twoor three 
of these are purchased, consolidated into one 
company and the stock put on the London 
market at a general par value of £10. The 
owner of each of the incorporating breweries 
is made a director in the new concern, and 
the contract stipulates that the management 
shallremain in the same hands for three 
years. A couple of American bankers are 
ery put on the London directory. 

he. board is completed by a 
few solid Britishers, who are mere figure- 
heads so far as management is concerned, 
and the incorporated breweries go on running 
as before, except that the dividend is divided 
among the British stockholders instead of 
Staying here. The desire to purchase has 
enabled American brewers to get fabulous 
prices for their plants, but the Britishers ex- 
pect to offset this by the economy that can be 
practiced by finning twoor three concerns 
under one minagement. From Secretary 
Tovey of the United States Brewers’ Associa- 
tion the full extent of the purchases already 
made was learned.

CHOOSING A PRESIDENT. 


THE SELECTION TO BE MADE AT THE 
WORLD’S FAIR MEETING TO-NIGHT. 


Necessity of Coming toa Decision at Once— 


All Committee Work Suspended in the 
Interim—Secretary Gaiennie’s Statement 
of the Situation— Work to Be Commenced 
Immediately. 


The meeting of the Executive Committee of 


the World’s Fair, which has been called at8 
o’clock this evening at the Mercantile Club, 
will be watched with great interest by the 
citizens of St. Louis. Notonly will a presi- 
dent be chosen, but the members of the 
various subcommittees will also be officially 
notified of their election, and a time 
and place appointed for meeting and organi- 
zation. As affairs stand at present, since the 
resignation of President Davis there hag been 
no efficient and responsible head either of the 
Committee of Two Hundred or the Executive 
Committee. As noneof the subcommittees 
can meet until officially notified of their ex- 
istence matters must remain in statu 
quo until a President is elected and 
notices are sent to the differ- 
ent members of the subcommittees 
informing them of their election. There were 
reports on the street that meetings of one or 
two committees were to be held at once, but 
these, according to Recording Secretary 
Gailennie, were without foundation, as no 
committee could legally meet until convened 
by the proper authorities, 
ORDER OF PROCEEDINGS. 

Secretary Frank Galennie was seen on the 

floor of the Merchants’ Exchange this morn- 


ing, and in response to a question said: The 


situation of affairs at present is very simple. 
We will elect a President to-night—at least, 
there seems to me to be no doubt that this 
will be done, as until we have a 


head we can do nothing. This once done 
matters will proceed smoothly. Notices will 
at once be sent to all the members of the sub- 
committees, notifying them of their election, 
and an early date will be set for a meeting. 
The committeemen will be instructed to first 
elect achairman and secretary, and then to 

roceed to business. The reports of each 

ecretary will be sent to the President 
as soon as possible, and such instruc- 
tions issued in accordance as are deemed ad- 
visabie. In this way the work can be syste- 
matized and the best results can be accom- 
plished. The notifications of elections are all 
res dy and will be sent out as soon as there is 
a President to authorize it. In order to pre- 
vent confusion we have held back the notifi- 
cations, as it is plain that some central 
authority should exist to which all reports are 
to be submitted hefore the committees at- 
tempt to do anything. 

THE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 

When we havea president the committees 
Will go to work atonce. They cannot meet 
before this time and that is the reason of the 
slight delay that has occurred incident 
to the resignation of President Davis. There 
is no one who has any authority to call the 
committees together, and the members 
therefore have not been informed of their 
election. They cannot meet without the 
authority of the body which called them into 
existence and I feel sure that no such meeting 
will be attempted. If every committee 
worked on its own hook, the result would be 
confusion worse confounded. I say this sim- 
ply to show the citizens of St. Louis that there 
has been no unnecessary delay. Special 
authority was given to call the Congressional 
Committee together on Saturday next, as 
many of its members are not residents of this 
city. I have already received a number of 
responses from the Congressmen, and hope 
that the great majority will be present. After 
the election of to-night everything will move 
rapidly, and I see no possibility of any trouble 
or friction. The chances of success are 
brightening every day. 

OUTSIDE AsSISTANCE. 

The mails of last night and this mornin 
brought in a great number of indorsements n 
the claims of St. Louis from different points 
in the State, and almostas many from Kan- 
sas, Arkansas and Texas, with not afew from 
Louisiana. Not only members of the Execu- 
tive Committee, but also many not officially 
connected with the World's Fair organization, 
were recipients ot communications promising 
co-operation. Council Groves, Kan., prom- 
ises not only to aid by its influence, but also 
to contribute liberally. The Treasurer of Par- 
is, Tex., has intimated that his city will do the 
same, and a meeting will be called at Topeka, 
Kan., to indorse St. Louis.
